the conditions than man. 
Man wastes hia 
stock of vitality, and is bankiupt before 
his term is half spent.

TWO 
VIEWS 
OF 
T 3E 
DIVORCE 
QUES­ 
TION. 


Since Dr. Dix bas made the assault—al­ 
ready considered in these columna—upon 
th e divorce laws of the country, the ques­ 
tion has attracted more than usual atten­ 
tion, and a new literature on the subject is 
growing up. 
The latest contributions ap­ 
pear in the North American Review, and 
w e from the pens of Rev. Dr. Theodore 
D. Woolsey and Judge John A. Jameson. 
Tney more fully represent the liberal 
churciily sentiment on the one hand and 
the liberal secnlar sentiment on the other, 
than any papers on tbe subject of recent 
issuance, 3nd are worthy concise presenta­ 
tion as prefatory to future independent 
consideration. 
The former discusses the question from 
a religious standpoint, and while plainly 
indicating his personal opinion that the 
marriage relation and its indissoluble char­ 
acter should obtain such greater sanctity 
in the eyes of the law that divorce shall 
be rendered all bnt impossible save for one 
cause, he yet admits the great difficulties 
to be met in arriving at that desideratum, 
and therefore hesitatingly advises restric­ 
tion of absolute divorce to the Bingle cause 
of adultery. 
HÍ6 conclusions are that the 
law should grant absolute divorce for 
adultery 
only, 
and 
should 
prohibit 
remarriage 
of 
the 
guilty 
party, 
and 
that 
this 
prohibition 
will 
greatly eliminate tbe premium for the 
crime itself. 
He finds from an examina­ 
tion of the statistics that an increase in 
th e number of causes for divorce granted 
by law increases, at least for a long period, 
the number cf divorces them selves; that 
separations are not so much in demand aB 
divorces when the law permits them for 
similar canses ; that to grant separations 
w ithout leave to remarry is not so disas­ 
trous to family life as to grant divorces, as 
the latter but spread the evil for which 
they are provided as a remedy. 
He be­ 
lieves, therefore, that such separations 
may, without conflict with the feeling or 
faith of the great majority of Christian 
believers, be granted for gross violations of 
matrimonial duties, and in this takes issne 
w ith the extremists of the church. Lastly, 
he demands stricter procedure in Courts in 
divorce cases, and greater severity on the 
part of Judges. 
Judge Jameson, on his side, discusses 
the question from a legal standpoint, and 
prefaces his paper with a defense of Chi­ 
cago Courts. 
The greater liberality cf 
divorce 
for 
other 
causes 
than 
adul­ 
tery he 
believes 
to 
be 
a step in 
the 
general 
movement 
for 
great­ 
er social 
freedom 
which 
characterizes 
our modern age. The church and the secn­ 
lar theories regarding divorce rest upon 
differing conceptions of the natnre of m ar­ 
riage, while a third theory considers the 
interest not only of the parties, but of the 
state, in the m atter of its dissolution. 
So 
he holds th at for the church, divorce is a 
religions question only, and for the state 
m erely a social question, and subject to 
public authority. 
W here the indissolu­ 
bility of the marriage relation is held to be 
absolute, the parties are led to defy law 
and religion and sink into flagrant im­ 
m orality. 
On the other hand, too great 
laxity of restriction tends to make all mari­ 
ta l differences irreconcilable. 
If the rule 
be established th at divorce will be allowed 
ooly *t heavy cost, for serious causes and 
w ith social ignominy, will it justify itself ? 
To ascertain this he examines at length the 
results of such rules under the restricted 
system of the canon law. 
W e cannot 
enter into a review of his citations and sta­ 
tistics ; but the conclusions of the jurist 
are, th at experience does not furnish testi­ 
mony favorable to the striot law, bnt does 
condemn the laxity of the law and the 
practice in many of the States of the Union. 
H e shows 
that the 
church 
originally 
granted divorce for adultery only on the 
p art of the wife, but when the rule was ex­ 


tended to both sexes, it was confined to 
a separation. 
The sincerity of the church 
was then questioned because it winked at 
infractions of the supposed divine law, 
and hence came the dissolution of the bonds 
of 
matrimony. 
He holds th at cruelty 
amounting to brutality works as great 
injury to the relation as adultery, and 
as completely defeats the one great object 
of marriage—the right training of off­ 
spring. 
So, too, for habitnal drunkenness 
and willful and continued desertion, intol­ 
erable injuries th at society cannot perm it 
to go for nothing. 
B ut while this is to be 
said in favor of liberal divorces, there is 
no question as to the great extent of fraud­ 
ulent divorces, collusion to obtain decrees, 
aud looseness of procedure, and the Judge 
is forced to admit, as Dr. Woiseley has 
urged, that in the greatest number of cases 
the Courts realize that if the parties were 
held together by an iron bond, making di­ 
vorce impossible for any causa, they would 
at an early stage of marital differences ef­ 
fect reconciliations. His suggestions, then, 
are, to so modify Court procedure as to re- 
dnce fraud and collusion to tbe minimum ; 
make the punishment of the guilty party 
highly punitory, and correct the public 
sentiment on the subject of divorce by ex­ 
tending the period of jurisdictional domi­ 
cil so as to repel immigration for the pur­ 
pose of divorce ; by 
requiring 
actual 
service of process or actual proof of iua- 
bility to ascertain the residence ; by m ak­ 
ing all third parties interested, the children 
and the public, parties to the cause ; re­ 
quire that they be represented by guardian 
for the children ad litem and by couneel 
for the others ; and by requiring the State’s 
Attorney to defend for the public all di­ 
vorce -cases. 
In cases of desertion he 
would hove the Court vested with power 
to compel return, if petitioner is the wife 
and requests it, and on the husband s re­ 
fusal to resume the relation, to commit 
him to prison if Le deserted w ithout rea­ 
sonable cause. 
To carry out this scheme 
would require Federal enactments as to 
requisitions for the person. 
“ Why should 
they not be granted for a husband, when 
the machinery of tbe State and nation 
may be set in motion to catch the thief 
who steals a twenty-dollar watch ?” asks 
tbe Judge, with grim facetiousnesa. 
Last­ 
ly, he would, for adultery, prohibit rem ar­ 
riage of the guilty, and would by law, pre­ 
cept and example have a greater ssnc’.ity 
thrown about the marriage relation, not in 
an ecclesiastical sense, but in th at of the 
highest social obligation th at binds the 
conscierce of a man of honor and honesty. 


TELEPHONIC. 


GENERAL NEWS. 


On Sunday telephonic •communication, 
by way of experiment, was established be­ 
tween Sacramento, San Jose, San Fran­ 
cisco, Oakland and Martinez, a distance of 
over one hundred and seventy miles. 
An 
account of the experiment in our local 
columns gives all the details. 
The success 
of the trial was complete. 
Conversation 
was carried on with as much ease and 
clearness as between honses over a telegraph 
line in this city. 
The experiment suggests 
the possibility of permanent telephonic 
communication being maintained between 
the metropolis and the capital of the State, 
It certainly would be a great convenience. 
We have no means of ascertaining now 
what are the intentions of the telephone 
company, but the experiment referred to 
would indicate that it is probable a line 
will be put up at least between Sacra­ 
mento and San Francisco for telephonic 
uses* at a not very distant day. 
There are 
several telephone lines now connecting 
distant towns in this State, and there 
would appear to be no reason for long 
delay in devoting wires to a like use be­ 
tween the two chief cities of the State. 


THE INDIAN 
TROUBLES. 


The Apache troubles are becoming more 
aggravating. The strong arm aud unsheathed 
sword are needed. 
There should be such 
punishment of these roving ravages tha** 
another outbreak will be beyond the possi­ 
bilities. 
There appears to be a settled 
plan among the people of Arizona to kill 
off the San Carlos Indians, whether at 
peace or in war, under the belief that they 
use the reservation only as a base of sup­ 
plies and retreat for periodical forays. 
However well founded this assumption 
may be, if the whites kill these Indians 
when at peace on the reservation, it will 
be murder, and no other or milder term 
can be applied. 
However guilty these In­ 
dians are, if the proofs of lawlessness can­ 
not be brought before the Courts, or the 
Indians found upon the war-patb, to delib­ 
erately kill one of them is assassination, 
aDd the threatened extermination, if con­ 
summated, will be a lasting disgrace to onr 
civilization and a reproach to Arizona so 
long as the nation exists. 


PREPARING 
TO 
BLUNDER. 


I t is believed at the East by close obser­ 
vers that the Democrats will, on the as- 
sembiing of Congress, take up the tariff 
question and endeavor to patch up work 
for the campaign of 1884. 
A more fatal

D is c o v e r i e s a t t h e A c r o p o l is — Some 
very interesting discoveries have just been 
made on tbe acropolis of Athens. 
The 
rubbish heaps between the Parthenon and 
the Musenna, where remains of the o ld £ 
Parthenon have already been found, have 
now yielded several pieces of archaic sculp­ 
ture. 
Among these are a figure of Athens, 
quite perfect, with the dress descending to 
tbe feet, which are shod with red alippera 
with pointed to es; a seated figure of the 
goddess, aimilar to a fragmentary one 
already found ou tbe same spot, in the 
Egyptian atyle, with a tab'et on the lap ; 
and the npper part of a bas-relief repre­ 
senting a charioteer whose bead is turned. 
The nnskillfntness of the artist has tw isted 
it completely round. 
Ths colors npon this 
bas-relief are still brilliant. 
Besides these 
relics of early art, a large marble hand 
with a serpent upon it, as well as two ser­ 
pents entwined together, one of which has 
its month wide open, have also been dis­ 
covered.

Woodland may well be called a village or 
small city of homc-s. Her fine residances, 
beautiful lawns and gardens, with ornamental 
shrubbery and choice floweia, ara just now 
a sight exceedingly pleasing to behold. Ia 
company with A. D. Porter, I tc-day made 
a visit to the various places of iateiest sad 
enjoyed a fine ride oyer tha excellent gravel 
streets and roads which abound hero and lead 
out of town. Woodland boasts cf tweaty- 
fivs miles of grand drives. They are with­ 
out doubt equal to any in iha State. 
The first place of interest visited wrs the 10- 
acre almond orchard owned by Jackson Brc?. 
The trees are loaded with almonds, and are a 
beautiful sight. We then raaed cn to the 
vineyards owned by R. B. Blower, snd about 
one mile from town. He has 55 acres in 
choice selections of raisin grapes. He has also 
a young orchard of 15 acres just beginning to 
bear fruit. He has a pump driven by steam- 
power, which will raise 2,600 gallons a 
minute. G. G. Briggs’ celebrated vineyard 
was next visited. It cómplices 480 acres—160 
acres of choice bearing vine.', and 320 acres of 
young vines. From here W3 returned to 
Woodland, noticing many building improve­ 
ments on ail 6ides. The most prominent 
building now being erected in town is a new 
brick hotel, on the cornef of Main and Col­ 
lege streets, at a cost of §50,003. It Í3 owned 
by A. D. Porter, Thee. M. Pryor, F. S. Free­ 
man and the estate of John Byrnes, deceased. 
It will be thiee stories high, 140 feet deep by 
80 feet front, and when completad will cer­ 
tain SO rooms, finished ia the ¡¡eat style, with 
all modern improvements. The outside of 
the building will be cemented, giving it the 
appearance of a stone building. When com- 
pielod it will be the finest public 
buildiog in Yolo c:uuty. 
The elec­ 
trical work is being done by Mr. Fisk, of 
Sacramento ; the plumbing and gasfitting by 
Alex. Smith, of Sacramento. Tho architect 
and builder is W. H. Carson. Thirty-five 
tons of iron were used in the construction of 
the iron columns in tbe first story, the work 
being done in Woodland by John Friggens. 
The corner room will be occupied by the 
Bank of Yolo, a new bank which has juBt 
been organized here, of which Dr. H. P. 
Merritt is the President, W. W. Brownell, 
Vice-President, and C. W. Bueh, Cashier 
and Manager. 
Mr. Bush was fourteen 
veers with the Bank cf Woodland. 
The capital stock of the back is §500,000, and 
with the exception of §5,000 is all owned by 
residents of Yolo county. The new building 
will be ready for occupancy ia about two 
months. Among other buildings in course 
cf construction or already completed wrs no­ 
ticed a handsome cottage by W. I). Hart­ 
man ; a two-story dwelling by Adam Steiner;

TELEPHONING EXPERIMENT. 


KNIGHTS TEMPLAR STAND1KD. 


Over’two years ago experiments were made 
from this city by the Bel! Telephone Com­ 
pany (by Mr. Rae) in long distance telephon­ 
ing. He got a good connection with Red 
Biuff and points north, but towards San 
Francisco it was then a failure. Much inter­ 
est was excited in the community at the 
time, but after that partial experiment noth­ 
ing more wsb thought about it. On Sunday 
last J. L Sabio, President of tbe Saeramonto 
Company and Secretary of tha San Frarcieco 
Company, made arrangements for a more 
thcr ugh teft. The hour fixed for tho trial 
was 3 o’clock in the afternoon. At that hour 
one line of the Western Union was given up 
for his use. It extended from here to San 
Jose, thence to San Franciíco, thencs to Oak­ 
land by cable, and thencs to Martinez 
At precisely 3 o’clcck exchange signals we:e 
given from tho various offices, Tha S?cr&- 
mento office called the San Francisco tele­ 
phone office, which responded with greetings 
that were heard as distinctly as can a con­ 
versation which ia carried on through! diffBl­ 
ent offices in tbis city. After a brief conver­ 
sation ths Western Union Telegraph office iu 
San Francisco broke in and carried cn a con­ 
versation, in which v ices were recigi ized. 
In a fsw minutes the Oakland telegraph 
office began in the conversation. This was 
heard as distinctly as v.trethe San Francisco 
offices. 
The Martinez operator then re- 
eponded, and said he had been listening to 
the entire conversation. The en'ire diVance 
of the circuit from Sacramento to Martinez 
is 170 miles. Tho test is considered by Mr, 
Sabm a perfect one, and the practicabi ity oft. 
successfully carrying on a conversation 
through a telephone between here and San 
Francisco is solved beyond a possibility or a 
doubt. 
A D issolved Confederation.—When it 
was decided to erect tbe new Pavilion on the 
ellipse in the Capitol Park extension, with tbe 
consent of the State Capitol Commissioners, 
a few persons began to consider the addi 
tional rffectivenesa such a slructure wou’d 
have in appearance, if set upon a terrace 
equal in bight to that of the first, or lower 
terrace of the old Capitol Park, and two cf 
wh'ch form the appio ;che« to tbe Cspitol it­ 
self. It was hoped that the cost world not 
be so g.ea', but that with tbe aid of ladies of 
the city, a quiet “ boom” could be •corked 
cp to rtcura the funds. W ith that in dew a 
contrictor van asktd to estimate the cast of 
the work. He has done so, but his report 
came with such financial force as t j kr.ock the 
unlerpicning out of tha plan andjtake the 
breath of the unsophisticated amateurs 
who had so rashly buiit castles in the a<r in 
regard to terrace construction. But as a mat­ 
ter of curiosity the report has been furnished 
tbe press. The ellipse is 500 by 800 feet. To 
fill it five feet deep wru'd require 58 177 cubic 
y .rda of earth : two approaches, 50 by 280 
feet, 2,592 cubic yards. Total, 69,769. De­ 
duct for 02 000 superficial feet within the 
ba>e of the balding 11,481 yards, and there 
is left 49,288^^rds of fill, which, at 45 cents 
per yard, would cost §22,179 60. But to con­ 
struct a terrace in the ellipse 5 feet deep and 
300 by 500 feet in area would require 43,259 
cubic yards ; the approaches 926 cubic yards. 
Total, 44,185. Deduct for basement of build­ 
ing, 11,481, and the terrace fill would be 32,­ 
704 yards, and would cost §14,716 80. Some 
day possibly the terrace may be constructed 
if tbe Pavilion is only placed high enough at 
the outset, but for the p'esent the “ fill so­ 
ciety” has taken in ita horns, suspended pay­ 
ment, dissolved itself into nothingness, and 
it is doubtful if anybody can be found just 
now to confess that he or 6he was ever so 
rash as to have belonged to it. However, it 
was a commendable idea, and the discon­ 
solate membership can take the consolation 
to their souls that they meant well, however 
ignorant they were on the sand-and-dnmp- 
cart question.

R ain and C rops.—The weather yesterday 
was quite uncertain, and the rain fell quietly 
at times.

Mr. Petrie was authorized by the Com- 
mandery to procure it, and under Lis instruc­ 
tions i£ was made by Mr. Pettis, Troy, N. 
Y.. and at an expense cf §300. The banner 
is made cf a double thickness of white grn- 
graia «ilk of the be.-t quality. It is 40 by 65 
inches in size, with triple points at tbe bot­ 
tom. Thera is a gold bullion border, with 
fringe cud heavy tassels of the eame material. 
Toe designs which it contains are ail done in 
oil, and are beautifully executed. In the 
center, iu a iarge oval, ¡3 a band of Sir 
Km'ghts of olden times in full armor and 
incur.led, with their horses beach turned in 
the direction of a castle seen 
distance. 
Beneath the scene and bordering the oval are 
the words “ Sacramento, State of California.” 
Beneath this, and directly in the center, is a 
medhy of crosses with the figure “ 2” in the 
canter, and surrounding it iu a circle tbe 
words “ Sscramer.to Commandery, Sacra­ 
mento, California.” So well executed is this 
figure of crosses, it has the appearance of 
being raised from the ground-work. The 
apron, which is of black silk, and tripar­ 
tite at the bottom, covers the sptce 
above the 
central 
oval. 
On ill's 
in letters of tho fourteenth eantury are the 
words, “ Sacramento Commandery, No. 2.” 
To the loft of tho scroll containing the 
words is (he red starcro;s, seven-pointed, and 
to tha right tha Knights of Malta! nine- 
pointed et nr. On the reverse side of the ban­ 
ner the central figure is a largo passion cross, 
in the same exquisite stylo as the work on 
the front, and twining around it a scroll con­ 
taining the motto, “ JVon nobis domine Non 
nobis, sed nomine too da gloriam/ ” On the 
ground above this is a scroll, on which appears 
"In hoc signo rinces.” The whole i* aqiached 
to the cro.s-bar by seven.straps. The cross­ 
bar and pola are of finsly-polisbod black wal­ 
nut, the pola being mounted by a wooden 
patria’chal cross. The weight of tha whole 
is not less than forty pounds, It is not ex­ 
pected to find any snore handsome banner 
than thi* oae in the Sm Francisco proces­ 
sion. The standard will probably ba conse­ 
crated at one of the churches of this city on 
next Ascscbion D *y.
